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ACCOMMODATIONS 
Cottages and Tents 

As there are only a limited number of 
cottages and these have already been rent- 
ed, 10x12 and 12x14 tents will be avail- 
able at 3.50 per week or $6 a season. (See 
order blank.) 

Trailer Space 

There is a reserved section for trailer 
space and also for those who bring their 
own tents and camping equipment. A 
charge of $1.50 a week is made for this 
privilege or $2.50 for the season. (See 
order blank.) 

Dormitories 

There will be two dormitories, one for 
men and one for women. Individual beds 
including bedding (bring your own sheets 
and pillow cases, if possible, for reduced 
rate) will be available at 75c per night 
or $5 per week. 

Other Provisions 

Individual cot beds may be rented at 
75c a week or $1.50 for the season. Double 
beds will rent for $1 a week or $2 for 
the season. 

Straw ticks, filled, for double or single 
beds are 50c a week or $1 for the season.

It is planned that regular meals 
will be 40c, the price subject to necessary 
change due to rationing and price condi- 
tions. Such meals as rationing permits will 
be served. We trust to have ample for all. 
Meal tickets good in trade for $5.50 will 
be sold for $5. They may be used in the 
dining room only. 

Luncheonette 

The Spot is located on the main thor- 
oughfare next to the drinking fountains 
and the pump. Hot and cold drinks, sand- 
wiches, ice cream, and candy as it can be 
obtained, all will be available. A large 
delicious milk shake can be had for 15 
cents plus tax. 

Store 

A line of groceries, bakery goods, fruits, 
vegetables, and various notions can be 
had at the camp store at prices prevailing 
in other stores. Suggestions as to any arti- 
cles you might desire and your patronage 
will be appreciated. If you intend to 
patronize the store don’t forget to bring 
your ration books.

Mohawk gasoline and oil can be pur- 
chased at our service station near the gate.

Mark 9:23—"Jesus said unto him, If 
thou canst believe, all things are possible 
to him that believeth.” 

Matt. 9:29b—"According to your faith 
be it unto you.” 

Is divine healing fact or fiction? In 
order to adequately answer this question, 
we shall define both these words. Fiction 
is defined as that which is feigned or 
imagined; something that is invented. Fact 
is defined as that which has actual exist- 
ence; an event; having the quality of being 
actual. We affirm, from the definitions 
of these two words that divine healing is 
not something that is feigned or imagined; 
nor yet is it something that is invented. 
‘On the contrary it is that which has actual 
existence; it is an actuality. It can be 
spoken of as an event. 

~ Now what do we mean by divine heal- 
ing? Do we mean that by the repetition of 
some formula we are healed, and we call 
that divine healing? No, we do not. Do 
we mean that by an exercise of mind over 
matter we are healed, and do we term that 
divine healing? No, not at all. Do we 
mean that merely through thinking 
thoughts of health we become well, and 
that that is divine healing? No, none of 
these methods constitute what we mean 
when we speak of divine healing. 

By divine healing we mean that in 
answer to faith and prayer God intervenes 
to heal the body of its diseases when it is 
His will to do so. When we speak of 
divine healing we mean more than mind 
cures. We have reference to that act of 
grace whereby God undertakes for the 
believer in the realm of the physical as a 
result of his trust in God. Divine healing 
is the power of God made manifest in the 
body in the healing of disease. It is the 
result of the intervention of God, working, 
not in contradiction to natural law, but 
rather in a supernatural way to bring de- 
liverance from physical affliction. It is not 
unnatural but supernatural. Divine heal- 
ing is a manifestation of the Creator in- 
tervening by means of higher laws than 
those which we call natural. 

One thing needs to be made clear. God 
is the creator of this universe. He made 
the stars and placed them where they are. 
He created what we call natural laws. 
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by Leann R. Keys 


He created this earth. He created what 
we call the law of gravitation. He created 
the first man Adam, and from his side 
He brought forth woman. He created the 
beasts of the field, the fowls of the air, 
and the fishes of the seas, rivers, and 
pools. He is God, the creator of all things. 
Furthermore, He upholds all things by 
His mighty power. The whole creation is 
sustained by Him. From Him we have the 
breath of life, and in the final analysis, 
“our times are in His hands.” Now this 
wonderful God who brought us into ex- 
istence is able to intervene in the healing 
of the diseases of the body. Let no one 
doubt that He is able. In fact very few 
thinking people doubt His ability to heal; 
their only question is, Will He do it? 

In order to answer this question, let us 
look at the pages of Holy Writ. We 
could go to the Old Testament but for the 
sake of brevity we shall look only at the 
record in the New Testament. In the 
ministry of the Lord Jesus Christ we dis- 
cover that His ministry to the sick and 
suffering claimed much of His time. Sev- 
eral chapters are given over almost entire- 
ly to a recital of the healing ministry of 
the Lord Jesus. It has been stated, “If 
we were to cut out from the chapters of the 
New Testament every record of healing, 
we should leave the document in shreds 
and tatters.” In regard to the healing min- 
istry of our blessed Lord, we are told that 
the blind received their sight, the lame 
made to walk, fevers were made to depart. 
The palsied were delivered from their 
affliction and demons were cast out of 
those who were possessed. There are many 
other miracles of healing in the ministry 
of our Lord, but space and time forbid 
our mentioning them. When we turn our 
attention to the Acts of the Apostles, 
which is the record of the early days of 
Christianity, we again discover that there 
were many who were healed by the power 
of God. We read of the lame man at the 
temple gate being healed. We read that 
“by the hands of the apostles were many 
signs and wonders wrought among the peo- 
ple.” Powers of darkness were rebuked 
and the oppressed were set free. God 
wrought special miracles by the hands of 
Paul. From his body “were brought unto 
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the sick handkerchiefs or aprons, and the 
diseases departed from them, and the evil 
spirits went out of them.” 

Now it is said by some that these mit- 
acles of healing in the ministry of the 
Lord were for the purpose of establishing 
the fact of His deity. We are told further 
that the signs and wonders which obtained 
in the early church were for the purpose 
of getting the church well established. We 
do not deny either of these statements. . 
We agree fully. However, we go a step 
further and declare that they were also 
manifestations of the compassion of the 
Lord and of His apostles in their desire 
to help those who were diseased and suffer- 
ing. It is argued by some that these mani- 
festations of the power of God were just 
for those days and that they passed away 
with the apostolic age. That such is not 
the case is seen in the words of our Lord 
just before He ascended to the Father: 
“Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature. He that believeth 
and is baptized shall be saved; but he 
that believeth not shall be damned. And 
these signs shall follow them that believe; 
in my name shall they cast out devils; they 
shall speak with new tongues; they shall 
take up serpents; and if they drink any 
deadly thing, it shall not hurt them; they 
shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall 
recover.” Further, let us look at the words 
of James 5:14, 15: “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders of the 
church; and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of the 
Lord: and the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise him up; 
and if he have committed sins, they shall 
be forgiven him.” 

I have personally witnessed many mani- 
festations of the healing power of God. 
To be perfectly honest, I must declare 
that I believe in divine healing because, not 
of what my ears have heard, merely, but 
because of what my eyes have seen of the 
healing power of God. For me to deny 
that God can and does heal the sick 
would be to state an untruth. Any fair 
minded man or woman who takes the 
time to make careful investigation will 
atrive at the same unbiased conclusion. 
I have friends who are living today who 
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have been healed of tuberculosis, tumor, 
paralysis, goiter, etc. I have seen those who 
have been crippled throw down their canes 
and crutches and become every whit whole 
as the power of God touched them. “Is 
any thing too hard for the Lord?” Many 
there are who have been given up as hope- 
less who have found help and _ healing 
when they turned to the Lord for the heal- 
ing of their bodies; when all else failed 
they found Christ to be their physi- 
cian. When the father of the demon-pos- 
sessed son came to the Lord he said, “Jf 
thou canst do anything, have compassion 
on us, and help us.” To him, Jesus re- 
plied, “If thou canst believe, all things 
are possible to him that believeth” To 
the two blind men who followed him, cry- 
ing, and saying, “Thou son of David, 
have mercy on us,” he said, “Believe ye 
that I am able to do this?” “According to 
your faith be it unto you.” Here then is 
the ground of deliverance: faith in the 
ability and the willingness of the Lord to 
heal. Many today can testify to the fact 
that when they obeyed the word of God 
as found in the epistle of James, chapter 
five, verses fourteen and fifteen, the power 
of God was made real in their bodies and 
they were divinely healed in answer to 
faith and prayer. 

Read the story of the healing of the 
woman who had an issue of blood for 
twelve years. She had spent her all in 
trying to get well but instead of getting 
well she became gradually worse. Then 
she touched the hem of His garment and 
the plague was stayed. See Mark 5:25-34. 

“Then touch the hem of His garment, 

And thou, too, shall be free; 

His saving power this very hour, 

Will bring new life to thee.”

“Probably the most conclusive answer 
to your question is this: additional rations 
for any driving that is incidental—that 
is, not absolutely necessary—are denied 
almost without exception by the Mileage 
Rationing Regulations. The reason for this 
is, of course, our critical shortage of rub- 


ber.”

1. Pray Definitely over Each Service! 
Don’t wait until the last hour before 
the service begins to pray that God will 
bless it. Begin at the early part of the 
week to pray God’s blessing upon each 
part of your meeting. Then you will be 
able to come with real confidence that 
the Lord will bless your every effort. More 
services are mediocre or fail to accomplish 
any purpose because the leaders of those 
services have not touched heaven them- 
selves, than for any other reason. One man 
of God has said, “He who has prayed 
well has studied well.” Another has said, 
“If I were given only two hours notice 
that I must preach, I would spend at 
least the first hour in earnest prayer.” 


2. Plan Your Services! 

You will find as you pray for your 
meetings that the Holy Spirit will fre- 
quently drop suggestions into your heart 
and mind—ways in which you can improve 
your present meetings. Don’t be afraid 
to act upon them, even though they might 
seem to be innovations. If the suggestions 
are given of the Lord they will be blessed 
of the Lord. Someone said to me recently, 
“So often the C.A. meetings in our church 
ate just a carbon copy of our regular 
meetings. How can this be remedied?” 
Planning on the part of the C.A. leader 
will help to remedy this situation. Here 
again, praying through will help you in 
your planning. Allow the Holy Spirit to 
lead you! He will take that SAMENESS 
out of your meetings. As in your praying,

you do, the meeting will have an uncer- 
tainty and nervousness about it, reflected 
by your own condition. 

3. Inform Those Participating in the 


Service Ahead of Time! 

I’m not thinking only of the speaker 
or the one leading a discussion, but your 
song leader, your leader of testimonies, 
or the leader of the Scripture shower; 
the one taking the prayer requests or lead- 
ing in prayer; those who are singing or 
playing. All of them should be notified 
ahead of time, preferably a week, that 
they might have the opportunity to pray 
for the success of the meeting along with 
you. If you do this they will feel their 
responsibility and undoubtedly share some 
of the burden of the meeting. 

4. The Exceptions! 

There are exceptions, of course, to these 
tules or suggestions. There will be times 
when you have prayed earnestly and sin- 
cerely and still you won’t get anything 
upon which to speak, or you will be un- 
certain as to the plan of the service. Just 
trust the Lord! He will do “exceeding 
abundantly above all you have asked or 
thought.” There will also be times when 


-you have planned a service minutely, when 


the Holy Spirit will change the order of it 
completely. And naturally there will be 
occasions when you cannot inform every- 
one of his or her part in the service before- 
hand. These are the exceptions! Follow 
the rules, and the exceptions will take care 
of themselves.

WHAT ARE YOU DOING FOR 
MISSIONS IN YOUR SUNDAY 
SCHOOL? 

Perhaps your Sunday School is one of 
the many who would like to do more for 
missions if they knew how to go about it. 
We realize that it’s not the large gift 
to missions that counts the most. Jesus 
taught us that lesson when He pointed 
out the little widow giving her all—two 
mites. Neither does one large gift from 
some generous giver benefit your whole 
Sunday School and bring about the de- 
sited effect on your School. God’s bless- 
ing has always been abundantly on the 
giver, not according to the size of the 
gift, but on HOW it is given. This being 
true then, many Sunday Schools are miss- 
ing God’s rich blessing through the lack 
of giving. Summing it up further: mis- 
sionary giving, or giving from the heart 
to God for any purpose is a valuable 

lesson to teach each member. 

In teaching this important lesson, we 
might divide it generally into three phases: 

1. The NEED of the gift. 

2. The attitude of the giver. 

3. The blessing received through giving. 

The first two phases are by far the 
most important to be taught. The third 
naturally follows; even as Jesus said, “It 
is more blessed to give than to receive.” 

Before we can successfully teach our 
Sunday School to give to God for mis- 
sions we must stimulate an interest in the 
same; so here are a few suggestions, in 
the which the Superintendent must, of 
course, take the lead. 

Let’s make plans for a “Missionary 
Month.” Four weeks in which to assist our 
School in becoming missionary minded 
and to give our missionary giving a good 
start. 

Secure a good missionary story book 
from the Gospel Publishing House, and 
put it in the hands of a teacher or young 
person who is talented in telling a story. 
Each Sunday morning of your missionary 
month, talce five minutes of your closing 
exercises for a missionary story, after 
which a missionary offering may be taken 
in the form of a missionary penny march 
ot otherwise. 
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During this month, department super- 
intendents should take a few minutes to 
stress the three points each Sunday in one 
form or another. Teachers should cooper- 
ate by emphasizing giving in class, and 
answering carefully the “why’s.” 

If possible, get a missionary to speak 
on one Sunday morning of your mission- 
ary month. On another Sunday morning 
it would be well to have a short testimony 
service in which the members of your 
School may give God thanks for His 
blessings through giving. 

I suggest, too, that a special bulletin 
board be arranged for missions. An inter- 
esting way to keep it up is by letting each 
class of your Sunday School choose a 
special missionary and mission station. 
(A list of our missionaries may be secured 
from the Missions Department of the 
Gospel Publishing House, Springfield, 
Mo.) 

As soon as the decisions are made, the 
class secretary or the teacher writes a letter 
to their chosen missionary. This letter is 
to be of encouragement to the missionary, 
as well as to secure information for the 
interested class. They may request a snap- 
shot or two, stories of interest, and I 
would suggest that they also request one 
or two special requests for prayer in which 
the Sunday School might share. 

Each menth a different class of your 
school arranges the material on the mis- 
sionary builetin board. They may use any 
or all of the material they have secured 
from their selected missionary; poems, and 
missionary pictures may also be added. A 
map may be used in conjunction with the 
board to show the location of the mis- 
sionary station. The prayer requests are 
also posted and special prayer is made in 
the Sunday School for an answer in that 
far away ‘eld. 

Another way to impress your Sunday 
School with the importance of giving, is 
to have a Scripture memory contest. This 
may be used through your missionary 
month if you like. Use verses of Scripture 
that pertain to giving, such as: Prov. 11: 
25; Is.58:10; Mal. 3:10; Luke 6:38; II 
Cor. 9:67 Bx. 232, TGivon 29:9; Bro
